3000 Trees 


Demonstration to Be 


At Roy Johnson Farm 


North of City Tuesday 


Three thousand seedlings 
will 
be planted in a demonstration by 
L. E. McCormick, extension 
for­ 
ester of Columbia, at 
9:30 a. m. 
Tuesday, February 28, on the Roy 
M. Johnson farm north of 
the 
Tanner road on Highway 61, ac­ 
cording to County Agent 
Frank 
Veatch. 
Mr. Veatch will assist 
in 
the 
planting. 
The purpose of the dem onstra­ 
tion, Mr. Veatch said, is to show 
the proper method of placing the 
seedlings into the ground and how 
to arrange them to form a wind­ 
break. 
Mr. Johnson has 1000 seedlings 
each of pine, black 
locust 
and 
Osage orange (hedge). He secured 
them from the federal nursery at 
Licking, Mo., paying $3 per thous­ 
and for the pine and $2 per thous­ 
and for the other two species. 
A large, num ber 
of 
farm ers 
have been invited to the demon­ 
stration by the county agent’s of­ 
fice. 
Approximately 75 to 80 acres of 
trees are being planted 
in 
the 
county this spring, 
Mr. 
Veatch 
said.

will 
be 
conducted Thursday at 2:30 p. m. 
at the home. Interm ent will be in 
Memorial Park. 
Mr. Parrish was born June 
15, 
1881, 
in 
Tennessee, 
and 
was 
brought to Illinois 
as 
a 
young 
child and reared there. Since 1900 
he was a resident of 
Morehouse. 
He was m arried at Morehouse on 
June 16, 1911, to Miss Ida Good­ 
win of that town. 
During his early years at More­ 
house he served as a postal clerk 
and at the 
Harrison 
M ercantile 
Co. 
Afterward 
he 
established, 
with R. R. Givens, the Givens 
& 
Parrish 
M ercantile 
Co. 
Around 
1921 the store was destroyed 
by 
fire. 
In 1924 he became associat­ 
ed with the Albritton firm in the 
undertaking business and was ac­ 
tive in this line until his death. 
He served

ican War in Cuba. 
He was a m em ber of the M eth­ 
odist Church.

Louise Parrish of Morehouse, and 
a sister, Mrs. Alice

Growers with a combined acre­ 
age of 200' acres are 
considered 
sufficient to form the

NEEDED STEPS 


Important points declared nec­ 
essary for planters in order to sell 
their melons at premium 
prices 
are: 
All in the group should 
plant 
the same seed. 
Two 
weeks 
before 
planting, 
poison grain should be scattered 
on the growing plot to exterm in­ 
ate mice. 
Planting should begin on April 
1, another planting should 
take 
place on April 10, and a third and 
final one on April 20. This is con­ 
sidered highly im portant. 
April 
20 is the customary planting date 
in thig section, 
considered 
the 
frost-free date. 
But if a 
plant­ 
ing is done on April 1 
and 
no 
killing frost comes, the raiser has 
a 20-day start over 
the 
usual 
time, which makes a tremendous 
difference at picking time in the 
prices 
obtained. 
Such 
a 
plan 
would have worked perfectly last 
year, it was stated, for there was 
no frost after April 1. 
Alter the 
different 
plantings 
have come through the soil, the 
mounds should be thinned out and 
the vines pruned down to one or 
two melons per 
plant, 
thereby 
getting rid of “dinks” and “cat- 
eyes”, 
ill-formed 
melons. 
This 
improves the quality of the better 
melons, giving them nourishment 
tb.KP otherwise would go to melons 
unsalable anyway.

Jefferson City, 
Feb. 24.—Con­ 
servation groups in Missouri which 
last year helped plant fish produc­ 
ed by the Missouri Conservation 
Commission assisted in setting 
a 
new record of native fish distribu­ 
tion, I. T. Bode, Director for the 
Conservation Commission, annouc- 
ed this week. Tabulations on the 
1938 production and 
distribution 
by the 
Commission 
passed 
the 
four millions mark, 
with 
more 
bass being put into state 
waters 
than during any year previous. 
The productions and distribu­ 
tions follow: 
Black bass — large 
mouthed. 
927,193; small mouth, 138,920 for 
a total of 1,066,113. 
Blue gill sunfish— 1,041,141. 
Green sunfish—796,277. 
Crappie—646,076. 
Channel catfish— 196,175. 
Other catfish—259,510. 
Rainbow’ trout— 178,797. 
Goggle-eye—4,100. 
The total of 4,188,189 fish, all of 
which were at

crease in the grand annual total 
with a sharp increase in bass and 
channel catfish.

only for areas

fishing, the bulk of the plantirtgs 
were in streams.

m any built-in features as a ship’s

New ideas in 
interior design contemplate

and more built-in furnishings in 
the home. 
Grandm other had

EXPERT TELLS HOW TO 
STORE ONIONS PROPERLY 
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Whether in June or January, the 
/demand for onions knows no let-up. 
Many dishes, both humble and aris­ 
tocratic, owe their tastefulness to 
this basic “flavor” food. 
The grower who would meet this 
year 
’round 
demand, 
however, 
harvests his onions only once a 
year and must somehow protect 
them successfully against changing 
temperatures if he is to get better 
prices when onions become less 
plentifuL Storage facilities become 
increasingly important as farmers 
recognize that it’s good business to 
hold the finest stock for late winter 
deliveries. 
Onions must be well ripened when 
stored. Plenty of ventilation, cou­ 
pled with a temperature of from-80 
to 90 degrees, should be maintained 
in the storage house during curing 
time. The onions should be stored 
in crates in sucb a manner as to 
permit the free circulation of air 
around them. 
The necessary movement of out­ 
side air through an onion storage 
house requires properly spaced ven­ 
tilators both at the floor and ceiling 
levels so that when the vent doors 
are open a current of air can con­ 
tinuously rise up and out. 
Experts have a homely method of 
determining when onions are suffi­ 
ciently cured in storage. At this 
stage, they say, onions will “rattle 
like blocks of wood” when poured 
from one crate to another.

Jefferson City, 
Feb. 24.—Con­ 
servation groups in Missouri which 
last year helped plant fish produc­ 
ed by the Missouri Conservation 
Commission assisted in setting 
a 
new record of native fish distribu­ 
tion. I. T. Bode, Director for the 
Conservation Commission, annouc- 
ed this week. Tabulations on the 
1938 production and 
distribution 
by the 
Commission 
passed 
the 
four millions mark, 
with 
more 
bass being put into state 
waters 
than during any year previous. 
The productions and distribu­ 
tions follow: 
Black bass — large 
mouthed. 
927,193; small mouth, 138,920 for 
a total of 1,066.113. 
Blue gill sunfish—1.041,141. 
Green sunfish—796,277. 
Crappie—646,076. 
Channel catfish—196,175. 
Other catfish—259.510. 
Rainbow trout—178,797. 
Goggle-eye—4,100. 
The total of 4,188,189 fish, all of 
which were at 
least 
flngerling 
length, represents a general in­ 
crease in the grand annual total 
with a sharp increase in bass and 
channel catfish. 
Under the Conservation 
Com­ 
mission’s policy of furnishing fish 
only for areas 
open 
to 
public 
fishing, the bulk of the plantirtgs 
were in streams. The hundreds of 
separate plantings 
were 
largely 
made in co-opcration with county 
conservation groups which, 
with 
the assistance of Wildlife Conserv­ 
ation Agents, fynd

stream 
surveys to determine best places 
to release the fish.

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Whether la June or January, the 
dem and for onions knows no let-up. 
Many dishes, both humble and aris­ 
tocratic, owe their tastefulness to 
this basic “flavor” food. 
The grower who would meet this 
year 
‘round 
dem and, 
however, 
harvests his onions only once a 
year and m ust somehow protect 
them successfully against changing 
tem peratures if he is to get better 
prices when onions become less 
plentiful Storage facilities become 
increasingly im portant as farm ers 
recognize that it’s good business to 
hold the finest stock for late w inter 
deliveries 
Onions m ust be well ripened when 
stored. Plenty of ventilation, cou­ 
pled with a tem perature of £ronT80 
to 90 degrees, should be m aintained 
in the storage house during curing 
tim e. The onions should be stored 
in crates tn such a m anner as to 
perm it the free circulation of air 
around them. 
The necessary movement of out­ 
side air through an onion storage 
house requires properly spaced ven­ 
tilators both at the floor and ceiling 
levels so that when the vent doors 
•re open a current of air can con­ 
tinuously rise up and out. 
Experts have a homely method of 
determ ining when onions are suffi­ 
ciently cured in storage.

"Against the insidious wiles 
of 
foreign influence. (I conjure you 
to believe 
me, 
fellow-citizens,) , 
the jealousy of a free people ought ( 
to be constantly awake; since his­ 
tory and experience prove 
that 
foreign influence is one 
of 
the 
most baneful foes of republican 
government. 
But that 
jealousy, 
to be useful, must be 
im partial; 
else it becomes the instrum ent of 
the very influence to be avoided, 
instead of a defense against it. Ex­ 
cessive partiality for one foreign 
nation, and excessive dislike for 
another, cause those whom 
they 
actuate to see danger only on one 
side, and serve to veil, and even 
second, the arts of influence 
on 
the other. Real patriots, who may 
resist the intrigues of the favorite, 
ore liable to 
become 
suspected 
and odious; while its 
tools 
and 
dupe susurp 
the 
applause 
and 
confidence of the people, to sur­ 
render their interests. 
“The great rule of conduct for 
us. in regard to foreign nations, 
is, in extending our 
commercial 
relations, to have with them as 
little political connection as pos­ 
sible. 
So far as we have already 
formed engagements, let them be 
fulfilled with perfect good faith. 
Here let us stop. 
"Europe has a set 
of 
prim ary 
interests, which to us have none, 
or a very remote relation. Hence 
she must be engaged in frequent 
cotroversies, the causes of which 
are essentially foreign to our con­ 
cerns. Hence, therefore, it 
must 
be unwise in us to implicate our­ 
selves, by artificial ties, 
in 
the 
ordinary vicissitudes of her poli­ 
tics, or the ordinary combinations 
and collisions of her friendships 
or enmities.”
